On June 13 we had the chance to participate in a mass evacuation exercise, simulating what would 
happen if there was a bad hurricane on the gulf coast. This was to practice the handling of evacuees 
brought here from out side the area. 


In this case the patients started at Club Fusion, and were sent to the area hospitals, as if they were being 
brought here from elsewhere. Our part (MVRC) was to provide backup communications from the staging 
area (Club Fusion) the EOC (Emergence Operations Center) at the OEM (office of emergence 
management) and one of the area hospitals. In this case, it was MMC (Memorial Medical Center). 


Rod Davis WKSI and Judy Davis W5JRD handled comm duties at Club Fusion, David Hassall WASDJJ 
and Perry Steinman KC7VHS were on duty at MMC and John Beakley WKSC and Jack Lemons NSPK 
handled the traffic at the EOC.
